Sib — ^The Twenty-fourth Annual Beport of Births, Marriages and 
Deaths, for the State of Michigan, for the year ending December 31, 1890, 
is herewith submitted, according to the requirements of the law. 

The general plan of the work will be found similar to the reports of 
previous years, as the tables are believed to be as complete as need be, 
while the results of the different compilations are displayed so that they 
may be as easily comprehended as possible. 

All of the three classes, births, marriages and deaths, show an increase 
for the year 18tO as compared with 1889, For that year the returns were 
as follows: Births, 49,272; marriages, 18,300; deaths, 20,315. For this 
report the returns show 52,306 births, 18,677 marriages, and 21,642 deaths. 
The increase is found almost entirely in the large cities, and a large pro* 
portion of it in Wayne county. 

The reports from the counties of the State were about as complete as 
usual, with the exception of Iron county, from which no returns could be 
obtained, although several efforts were made. The county clerk could not 
obtain any returns from the supervisors. The other towns and villages 
from which no returns of births or deaths were received are given in tables 
29 and 59. 

The facts given in the following pages are the results of considerable 
careful labor, and are of much interest and importance to all, but especially 
80 to sanitarians and those interested in statistical work. 

It was expected that the census of 1890 would be completed, so that it 
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could be used for the computations in this work. The latest advance 
sheets of the census work were very kindly furnished in manuscript by the 
superintendent of the census, Honorable Kobert P. Porter, but as the 
completed tables of the population of the State by counties, towns and 
villages, and considered as to sex, age, color and nativity, were needed for 
this work, the State census of 1884 was of necessity used again. 

Much care has been given to the work,, and it is believed the results are 
as correct as possible.

DURING THE YEAR 1890. 



In this first division of Births, Marriages and Deaths is given a general and condensed 
view of the work which is treated more in detail in the following pages. Much inter- 
esting and valuable information may be found in this part of the report. 

In the table marked Exhibit A may be seen the number of marriages, births and 
deaths for four years, with a ten years average. The number actually returned, and' 
the number as corrected by the method used for supplying omissions in the returns are 
given in this table. As will be seen by referring to this table there has been an increase 
in all returns for 1890 as compared with 1889.

In 1884, the latest available census, Michigan had a population of 1,853,658. With 
this number and the returns found in the preceding table, the birth rate, marriage rate 
and death rate for the year were as follows:

Marriage rate _ 10.02 

Persons married _ _ 20.04

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Exhibit B gives various comparisons of births, marriages and deaths to the popula- 
tion of the State. The natural daily increase of population as shown by births and 
deaths as returned was 83 for 1890, while for 1889 it was 79. One child was born for 
every 35 persons in 1890, and in 1889 one for every 37 persons. One marriage was con- 
summated for every 99 persons in 1890, and one for every 101 in 1889. One death 
occurred for every 85 persons in 1890 and one for every 91 persons in 1889.

In Exhibit C the returns of births, marriages and deaths for 21 years are given, with 
the total and average for each. 

The average number of births, marriages and deaths for the year, quarter, month, 
week and day as first returned, and as corrected for probable omissions, may be seen in 
Exhibit D. It showis that by actual returns 51 marriages, 143 birth 9 and 84 deaths 
occurred every day.

The natural increase of population, the excess of births over deaths, is shown by 
months for the years 1885 and 1889 inclusive. May shows the most increase, the births 
exceeding the deaths by 2,861. In the ten years average May also is the highest, having 
^,510 more births than deaths. Exhibit F, the last table of the division, gives 
Vie number of births and deaths, by sex, with the excess of births over deaths.

Thft number of births returned for 1890 was 52,306. For 1889, 49,272 were returned, 
an increase of 3,034. ' As there was an increase of aboirt 5,000 in Wayne county it will 
be seen that some other counties must have returned fewer births than for the preced- 
ing year. Iron county made no returns, which would make some difference. 

The table following shows for several years the per cent of births as returned, and 
the per cent added for correction for probable omissions. It will be seen that 86.38 per 
cent of births were returned which is the highest rate for any year of the table, while 
the per cent added is, of course, lower than for any other year, and the ten year average 
shows a corresponding change.

Table 5 gives iaterestiag data oonoerniiig the birth rate and the proportion of the 
Bexee among different races of people. The per cent ot children born to inhabitants ot 
same race is found to be highest among the blacks, and lowest for the mulatto 
race. The per cent of each sex to children of both sexes shows males lowest for the 
blacks and highest for Mulatto. 

Table 6 presents the birth rate in the different counties ot the State, based upon the 
return ot births for 1S90 and the State census of 1884. Four propositions are made 
concerning the influence of the increase or decrease of the birth rate upon the ees of 
the children bora, which are as follows: 1, greater than the average birth rate, more 
than average proportion of males; 2, greater than average birth rate, less than averSige 
proportion ot males; 3, less than average birth rate, less than average proportion of 
males; 4, less than average birth rate, more than average proportion of malefl. A 
survey of the table will show the proportion for each county.

Table 25 gives the nativity of mothers of illegitimate children as returned for the last 
fourteen years. Unless certain facts are taken into consideration it would appear that 
the native bom mothers were more immoral than the foreign born mothers. It must be 
remembered that nearly all Indians and those of African descent are classed as native 
bom. Also the difference in population, there being in Michigan 291,906 native born 
females between the ages of 15 and 45 to 125,373 foreign born females of the same age.

MARRIAGES, 1890. 



For the year 1890 there were 18,577 marriages returned, or 277 more than for 1889, 
when 18,300 were returned. By comparing Tables 30 and 31 it will be seen that only 
sixteen marriages have been returned and added for 1889. Tracing back, the number 
will be found larger for every year, until several hundred were added annually. 

The average number of marriages for the different divisions of the year may be found 
in Exhibit D of births, marriages and deaths, in the first part of this book. 

In Table 30 the marriages for 1887 and 1890 inclusive, with a ten years' average, cor- 
rected up to recent date, are given.

The marriages for 1890, the number of each sex, at different ages, and several inter- 
esting comparisons, are given in Table 40. The proportion of males married under 20 
years is 1.60, while for 1889 it was 1.87. The per cent of females for the same age is 
31.24, and for 1889 it was 32.79. In 1889 there was one female aged 12 married; the 
youngest for 1890 was 14. No males under 18, the legal age, were married, and only 79 
were married aged 18. Twelve females, two aged 14 and 10 aged 15, were married, and 
738 were married aged 16, which is the legal age. For 1889 there were 19 females mar- 
ried under 16. 

The penalty for solemnizing an illegal marriage is a fine not exceeding five hundred 
dollars. Convictions under this law are seldom, if ever, heard of, though every year 
there are several marriages returned where one or both of the parties were not of legal 
age, perhaps it is because no one interested in the persons contracting the marriage 
•cared to interfere.

For the year 1890 there were returned as having occurred in the State of Michigan 
21,642 deaths. For 1889 the number returned was 20,315, while for 1888 there were 
returned 21,764, the highest ever registered in the history of the State. 

The death rate for the year, as corrected by the system used in the United States 
census reports, shows a per cent of 12.8 for every thousand. This is much lower than 
the death rate in Massachusetts and other eastern states having a system of registra- 
tion. In these states the rates run from 16 to 19 for every thousand.

RELATIONS OP DEATHS OF CHILDREN UNDER ONE TO BIRTHS. 

Tables 54, 55 and 56 are designed to show the influence of the different seasons upon 
the lives of young children. Table 54, though somewhat complicated in its construc- 
tion, may be easily understood by a little careful study. It comprises four distinct 
showings or exhibits, and in order to more easily comprehend <each, and all of these 
combined, it will be advisable to study the table in parts. 

The months of the year, as arranged at the left of the table, represent the months 
during which the deaths occurred. The numbers as arranged at the top of the table, 
indicate the ages in months of those who died during each month of the year. 

In order to clearly understand the use or object of the heavy angling line running 
through the table, it will be well to study separately two or three of the horizontal 
lines of figures representing the deaths which occurred during each month by ages, 
beginning with January. This being the first month of the year of death, it will be 
seen by a little reflection, that all who died during the month of January under one 
month of age, were also born during the same month, being the first month of the year 
of death; while those who died at one month of age were born in December, the last 
month of the previous year. 

Hence there is drawn a short perpendicular line between those under one month of 
age, and those at one month of age, thus separating those who were bom during the 
year of d^ath from those who were bom during the previous year. 

Take again the month of February; it will readily be seen that those dying at one 
month of age were born in January, the first month of the year of death, while those 
dying at two months of age, were born in December, the last month of the previous 
year. Here the short perpendicular line is drawn between those at one month of age 
and those at two months of age, thus separating, as for the month of January, those 
who were bom during the year of death, from those who were born during the pre- 
vious year. These short perpendicular lines connected by short horizontal lines make 
up the heavy angling line which runs diagonally through the entire table, separating, 
for all the months of the year of death, those who were born during the year of death 
from those who were born during the previous year. One other valuable exhibit in 
the table ia the month of birth of all those who died during each month of the year. 
As has already been shown, the heavy angling line separates the year of death from 
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the previous year. This being true, it may be seen at a glance that the first diagonal 
columns of figures at the left of the angling line would represent the births for the 
month of January, the first month of the year of death, the second column would rep- 
resent the births for the month of February, the second month of the year of death, 
the third, for the month of March, the third month of the year of death, and so on 
through the year. The diagonal column of figures at the right of the angling line 
would represent the births for the month of December, the second column at the right, 
the births for November, the third, those for October, and so back through the pre- 
vious year. It will be seen that the diagonal columns representing the months of birth 
on the left of the angling line, running upward, terminate opposite their respective 
months. This is not accidental but in harmony with ah invariable rule; for, having 
given the month of death and the age in months, to find the month of birth, we neces- 
sarily count backward as many months as the child is months old. For instance: a 
child dying in February at one month of age, was bom in January, one month previous; 
a child dying in March at two months of age, was bom in January, two months 
previous. A child dying in April at three months of age, was bom in January, three 
months previous, etc. The diagonal columns at the right of the angling line, running 
downward, representing births, also terminate opposite their respective months, the 
first opposite the month of December, the second opposite the month of November, the 
third opposite the month of October, etc. 

In footing the diagonal columns, those on the left of the angling line are footed! 
toward the top, the results being placed opposite the months; those on the right of the 
angling line are footed downward, these results also being placed opposite the months.. 
The manner of footing the perpendicular columns and horizontal lines, is too plain ta 
need explanation. 

Table 55 shows the number of children who were born in each month during the 
year 1889 and who died in 1889 and 1890 under one year. The number of deaths and 
births, and proportion for each sex and every month can be seen by this table. 

In Table 56 the ages and months of death of children who died under one year of 
age are given. The first column of figures at the left of the table shows the number 
of children born in 1889, and in each, month of that year who died before reaching the 
age of one year. The first diagonal column shows that a very large proportion of the< 
children die during the month of birth, or under one month old. Of the 424 children- 
born in January, 1889, 179 died in the month of birth, 28 in February, and so on through 
the year. The last column in the table shows what per cent of the children bom in 
each month of the year 1889 died during the month of birth. 
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The townships from which no return of deaths were received for the year 1890 are 
given in Table 58. There were 29 townships and all of Iron county. Of these, Iron 
county and foUr townships were not organized at the time of the last census. The 
other townships had a population of 11,861 at the last enumeration. This number is 
deducted from the population in making the rates for the tables concerning deaths.

A comparison of theae figurea with the per cents of the table will show 
some difference in the ratea.

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CAUSES OF DEATH, 1890. 

The daiises of death are arranged in five classes in Table 67, and are given for three 
years with a ten years' average. The number of deaths from zymotic causes for 1890 
was 5,627; this, as will be seen, was more than for any year of the table. Of the con- 
stitutional disease class, which includes cancer and consumption, the number is more 
than for 1889 and less than for 1888. Class three, local diseases, affecting different 
organs of the body as the brain and nervous system, shows the same variation. The 
tables following in the rest of this work are, in many respects, the most important in 
the report, and form a reliable basis from which valuable conclusions concerning the 
public heafth may be drawn. 

While the leading causes of death in Michigan are not absolutely peculiar to its own 
special area, there are certain diseases, more prominent than others that demand our 
most thoughtful consideration. These principal causes will now be taken up, classified 
and studied with reference to their effect upon the mortality rate in the State.

METEOBOLOOT AND ITS RELATION TO DEATHS. 

The meteorological observations upon which several of the following tables are 
based are furnished every year by the office of the State Board of Health. The princi- 
pal conditions exhibited are temperature, humidity of the air, ozone, velocity of the 
wind and pressure of the atmosphere. Study of deaths from certain causes in con- 
nection with the above conditions is made in the tables following.

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LONGEVITY OP DECEDENTS. 

Table 99 gives a total of all decedents aged over 20, classed by occupations, who 
have died in this State for the last 21 years. 

No definite conclusion can be drawn fron the age attained by any single individual, 
but when a sufficient number engaged in any one occupation can be taken collectively, 
they form a good basis for an average estimate of longevity or exi)ectation of life. 

The table is divided into twelve general classes, and under each class are included the 
various trades and professions to which each belongs. 

It is hoped that the facts here given will be put to some good use in throwing some 
light upon the comparative healthfulness of different pursuits. If the number and 
average age of the living among these various classes were known, it would add greatly 
to the value of these statistics. 

In the following subdivisions of the classes, those occupations are selected which 
have the highest and lowest average age. In these exhibits, care is taken to select such 
examples only as have cases enough to form some reasonable basis for estimates.

MARRIAGE AND THE SOLEllNIZATION THEREOF. 

Sbotion. Section. 

6209. Who ahall be oai>able of ccmtraoting Marriage. 6215. Marriage, by whom solemnized. 

6210. Marriage is a civil contract. 6217. No particular form required. 

6211. Who shall not intermarry. 6220. Marriages not void in certain cases. 

6212. 6218. 6214. Who not to marry. 6221. Marriages among Qoakers, etc. 

Chapter eighty-three of Revised Statutes or 1846, with amendments.* 

(6209.) Section 1. Every male who shall have attained the full age of 
eighteen years, and every female who shall have attained the full age of 
sixteen years, shall be capable in law of contracting marriage, if otherwise 
competent 

(6210.) Sec. 2. Marriage, as far as its validity in law is concerned, is a 
civil contract to which the consent of parties capable in law of contracting 
is essential. 

(6211. ) Sec. 3. No man shall marry his mother, grandmother, daughter 
grandaughter, stepmother, grandfather's wife, son's wife, grandson's wife

(6212.) Seo. 4. No woman shall marry her father, grandfather, son, 
grandson, stepfather, grandmother's husband, daughter's husband, grand- 
daughter's husband, husband's father, husband's grandfather, husband's 
son, husband's grandson, nor her brother, brother's son, sister's son, father's 
brother, or mother's brother. 

(6213.) Sec. 5. No marriage shall be contracted whilst either of the 
parties has a former wife or husband living, unless the marriage with such 
former wife or husband shall have been dissolved.^

SUGGESTIONS TO PERSONS AUTHORIZED TO SOL 
EMNIZE MARRIAGES IN MICHIGAN. 



A thorougli knowledge of the law concerning the solemnization and 
return of marriages in Michigan is necessary to a correct perfomance 
of the duties of persons authorized to solemnize marriages. 

The most frequent violation of the law is in the marriage of persons 
under the lawful age, which is: for males eighteen (18) years, and for 
females sixteen (]6) years. See Section (6209), Howell's Annotated Stat- 
utes, 1882, printed on a previous page. The penalty for the violation of 
this provision is a forfeit of not exceeding one hundred (100) dollars. See 
Sec. 6, Act 128, Laws of 1887,- printed on a previous page. 

In the record and return of marriages, every item specified in the law 
should be carefully ascertained, and correctly and plainly written. No 
item should be omitted, and nothing taken for granted, as is often the case 
with the fact as to color of persons married. 

In recording the bibthplace of each, the State, or country should be 
distinctly given in each case. This will avoid the diflSculty of ascertaining 
the nativity of persons whose birthplace is returned " Holland," " Hanover," 
" Denmark," " Wales," " Paris," etc., — names of places which may be either 
in the United States or Europe. If such or similar names occur, please 
state whether it is Holland, Michigan, or Holland, Europe, and so for 
each case. Never return the birthplace, " America," as we cannot know 
whether it is in the United States, and are therefore compelled to compile 
it with the " Unknown." 

Blanks for the return of marriages to the county clerk will not be 
required under the new law, as the return of the license with the cer- 
tificate properly filled out will constitute the proper return to the 
county clerk. 

The license to marry can only be procured from the several county 
clerks, but the affida'vit necessary to procure the same may be made 
before any person authorized to administer oaths, and blank affidavits 
can be had from any county clerk or from the office of the Secretary 
of State. 
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
